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FORTY-FIVE MINERS ENTOMBED 
IN EXPLOSION AT BELLEVUE 


Expected Most of These 
Explosion or Poisonous 
Off Airlines—Terzible 


Remain Alive in Mine. 


Men Are Killed Either by 
tras—Crash of Rock Shuts 
Fate Awaits Those Who 


Frank, Alta. Dec, 10—Shortly after 
seven o'clock last night a terrible ex- 
plosion occurred in the Western Can- 
ada Coilieries mine at Bellevue in the 
Crow's Nest Pass, forty-ve men being 
entombed, At midnight seven bodies 
cand thirteen badly injured men had 
heen removed from the mine, of whom 
several will die. 

News of the disaster spread quickly 
and within a few minutes of the ex- 
plosion, @ rescue party had been or- 
eanized and a desperate effort to save 
the lives of the entrapped miners com- 
inenced, ‘ 

At the pit-mouth wives and relatives 
of the entombed soon gathered and 
tragic and pitiable scenes were witnes- 
sed as they waited for the breadwin- 
‘ners who were imprisoned in the mine. 

Tete is very little hope for those 
erkombed The mine, which is one 
of the larges producers in Western 
Canada, is worked day and night, but 
yesterday afternoon's shift was smaller 
“than usual. When the explosion oc- 
curred all escape was shut off, the ex- 
plosion having caused a heavy fall of 
rock aud coal and i is feared has also 
wut off air lines. 

The explosion is attributed to coal 
damp and it is feared that the poiston- 
ous aftermath will have brought 
speedy death to those not killed by 
the explosion. ‘The men in the mine 
are all foreigners, mostly Italians or 


Slavs. 


Doctors and medical and’ relief ap- 
pliances were rushed from several 
points. 


Will Aid Act. 


Disastrous as was the terrible acci- 
dent in the mines of the Canada 
Western company at Bellevue | last 
night, in which 47 miners were en- 
tombed following an explosion of fire 
damp it has come, like many another 
just such disaster, at an opportune 
time, to bring to the attemtion of the 
legislators of the land the conditions 
under which some of the miners have 
to work. 

The legislature of Alberta had only 
commenced yesterday the consider- 
ation of Chas. O'Brien's bill to. pro- 
vide further protection for miners. 
The disaster of last night will have a 
big influence in securing the passage 
of the bill through the house, al- 
though it has been turned down for 
two sessions. : 

Mr. O'Brien had scarcely concluded 
his speech in support of the bill yes- 
terday afternoon in the huose, when 
he was handed a telegram telling him 
the miners at Bellevue were quttng 
work because of the gases in the 
mines, and the danger of asphyxiation. 

Following this wire, news came al- 
ter supper while the house were still 
in session, that the terrible disaster 
which had been impending, had oc- 
curred.

OUTLINES PLANS 
FOR CITY'S PARKS 


G. H. May First Candidate to 
Come Forward With Defi- 
nite Scheme 


Though it has been the custom of 
municipal candidates in past years to 
advocate the improvement of parks in 
different parts of the city it can be 
safely said that G. H. May is the first 
to come forward with a definite 
scheme for the development of what 
will later be known as  Edmonton’s 
park system. 

Your years ago Mr. May, accompan- 
ied by his partner, came to this city 
and established a photo engraving 
plant, one of the first industries of its 
kind west of Toronto. Since taking 
up his residence in Edmonton Mr.

All of Mr May’s interests are cen- 
tred ia Edmonton and although from 
across the line he has been a natural- 
ized British subject ever since he had 
been in the country long cnough to 
take out his papers. ; 

If elected to the council board Mr. 
May pledges himself to give all of the 
time necessary to the city’s interests. 
He will try and havea measure adopt- 
ed which will mean the laying down of 
a clear cut scheme for park develop- 
ment. He is in favor of the city's 
sanitary side being looked after in the 
most efficient possible manner in or- 
der that the public health may receive 
adequate protection. He favors eco+ 
nomy only when it will save the city 
money, believing that the city should 
spend its money in such a manner as

on have been resurrected, 

; Dragged from their S-months’ rest- 
ing place inom dusty corner of the 
Speaker's wardrobe at the lMmzsta- 
tive buildings, the plams were brought 
to light at 7.30 last evening, hy clerk 
of whe ‘house J. R. Cowell, wd his as- 
sistant, who had just completed a 
week's final and alasst fruitless 
search for the missing plans, 

The unearthing of the plans erased 
something of a sensation at the build- 
ings last night, when it was announ- 
ced by Premier Sifton later on in the 
eve ning, while the house sit im com- 
mittee of the whole. The plans have 
been the wopic of controvensy ever 
simce they mysteriously disappeared. 
All the members who ever saw them 
when lying on the table of the ‘house, 
wppeared to have a lapse of memory, 
and forgot whether tthe plans were 
ever signed ‘by ex-Premier Rutter- 
ford, Rutherford swore oon the sium 
that the plans had mever been ap- 
proved nor approval asked for. 

'The discovery of the plans last night 
setued the first part of Rutherfurd's 
answer, When the plans were un- 
rolled last might under the glaring 
electric light of the Premicr’s office, 
to where they were ‘hastily taken, 
where vas no sign of -ex-Premior 
Riwherford's- signature. ‘Me plans 
were signed by noone 

The plans ure for a portion of the 
iA, and G. W. road, commencing at 
’ point 7 mises north of Edmonton 
and going worth to within a few miles 
of Batwenbung. ‘The plans were 
brought down ‘to the house last ses- 
sion, during the ‘heat of the Woeter 
ways Gonwwioversy, and fyled by the 
railway company jusit ove day before 
the time limit expired. The plans 
were ‘brought to the house by Ruther- 
ford. iAtter lying oon the table for a 
souple of weeks, the plans disappear- 
ed. Thay had been examined by the 
inujority of the members, in the 
nivankime. 

No one knew where the plans had 
gout to. The clerks and officiats. ot 
the Louse made ia search high and low, 
in vain. Meanwhile the commigsicia 
mat, and the plans were wn impor- 
tant exhibit, Still mo sign of them. 
Then bennett, from ‘his memory of 
whe plaws began to ask questions of 
taulicrivnd on the stand. Rutherford 
swore that le had never giver appro- 
val of pans, nor had approval been 
asked for, ‘Mie revealing of the plans 
last night bore out ‘is first conten- 
tion. : 

Ihe plans were husthed off tto the 
Premicr’s rooms almost immediately 
afiter being found, and even the news- 
paper men, who were “wise” to the 
discovery long before the members 
hound oof it, did inot get a glimpse 
af ithe precious roll. 

‘The Premier, who had mever be- 
fore seen the plans, examined them 
later, and announced the fact of the 
discovery to ithe house. 

‘Lae finding of ihe plans gives a 
somewhat ditlerent aspeot to the situ- 
tion, although they can make titkle 
difference mow. Hf the plans had never 
bed approved, the railway company 
were in no opposition to proceed with 
consriction work. If the company 
had mever asked upproval, as Ruther- 
ford swore they did not, then the 
company is éniirely ¢o blame. ; 

The Premier said last might “This 
discovery can make no difference to 
wie situation. Even if the plans are 
approved tthe compainy are still in 
default since the a ctrequires that whey 
shall exercise due diligence, and they 
certainly did not do that.”

IN ESTIMATES FOR 1911 


Proposal is to Use Entire $7,400,000 of Bord 


Money to Pay Liabilities and Build Pubiic Worl, 
Leaving Surplus of Over One Million Next Year. 


The full revelation of Premier Sif- 
ton’s policy as to the disposal of the 
$7,400,000 A, & G, W. bond moucy 
diverted to the general funds by the 
bill ,passed by the house the other 
day, is given in the estimates cover- 
ing expenditures for 1910 and 101%, 
which he introduced in the house yes- 
terday 

The estimates make provision jor 
the expenditure of the bond money 
for the payment of all — liabiliues 
against the province, and to meet the 
expenditures on capital account. of 
iit, There is no mention of any 
new railway project for the north. to 
substitute the cancelled A. & G. W. 
Not one cent of the money raised. on 
the Great Waterways flotation is to.be 
applied to any railway project. 

According to the’ provisions in the 
estimates, the entire flotation of $7,- 
400,000 will suffice to meet all liabilities 
of the province existing on December 
gist of this year, and, combined with 
the current estimated revenue of 1911, 
to ccver the estimated expenditures of 
1ol1, both current and capital, and 
still leave a surplus in the banks of 
$1,126,248.37. ‘That is, that amount of 
the Waterways bond money will be 
left over when all requirements are 
met for both years. A total of $4,000,- 
000 has been taken to meet the liabi- 
lities of this year. 

But i is not by any means certan: 
slat the Waterways money wilt be 
handed over by the banks, and in view 
of the fact that the banks ma: even- 
tually refuse to turn over the money, 
the premier yesterday introduced 4 
bill which will provide for the raising 
oi money upon the credit of the pro- 
vince temporarily, ‘This bill will au- 
thorize the raising o fa certain amount, 
possibly the full amount of $7,400,000, 
possibly less, possibly more, to be car- 
ried by the province until such time 
as the province: secures the A. & G, 
W. money, 

This means that while the province 
is still carrying the A. & G. W. bonds, 
there will be floated bonds to the ex- 
tent of an equal amount, which will 
increase the bonded liability of the 
province -to something close to $17,- 
000,000. 

According to the estimates, a total 
of $4,243,366.62’ of the bond money 
of the A. & G. W. has already been 
taken to meet the liability of 19010. 
There has been left out of this, how- 
ever a surplus of $305,820.68 on capital 
account, 

There is a net total of $3,156,433 38 
of the bond money still left for ex- 
penditure next year, and all but $1,- 
126,248.37 of that amount, besides all 
of the estimated current revenue of 
next year, is taken to meet the require- 
ments of next year. 

The most of the A. & G. W. balance 
is taken to provide for capital expen- 
diture on public buildings, telephone 
extensions, and other items. For ror 
there is a total of $2,483,058.00 esti- 
mated for capital account expenditure. 
Of this there is $1,616,330.00 for pub- 
lic bujldings, and $125,000 for the five 
new experimental. farms, and $742,- 
625.00 for telephone construction, This 
is all provided for by. the A. & G. W. 
money, which is now, of course, pre- 
sumed to be part of the public funds 
of the province. 

The estimates brought down yester- 
day cover the two years, since esti- 


the total estimated expenditure was 
$5, 121,507.57. 

J*or 1901, the total estimated revenue 
including the balanee of the Sond 
money, and the estimated 1910 surpius 
on capital account of $305,000, is $6,- 
603,177.17, and the total estimated ex- 
penditure, both capital and current is 
35,470,028.80, 

The A, & G. W. money is being 
utilized chiefly upon expenditures on 
capital account. Some of the liabili- 
ties created in 1910, and which part 
of the bond money is paying off, have 
been created by expenditures on capi- 
tal account. In 1910 a total of $1,- 
993,017.02 Was spent on capital ac- 
count. Among the chief items was 
$1,140,493.49 in public works, including 

1 $324,339 on the new parliament build- 

ings, $226,000 on the Ponoka asylum, 
$11,250.00 on university construction, 
$16,354 for sites for public buildings 
and other items. There was an expen- 
diture of $84.4,424.43 on capital account 
telephones. - 

The estimated revenue of 1910, was 
made up among other items, of $24,830

public works is $1,616,333 00.° A total 
of $515,000 is laid aside for expendi- 
ture on the new parliament buildings. 
A total of $30,000 is provided for the 
new government house to be erected 
in Glenora next summer.
